Shanghai, July 22. 

The Russian Emigrants 
Association” today filed a 
request with the Aus- 
tralian Consulate - General,

He snid, however, 
that atl but a few were not able 
to produce afMiduyits of support 
from Australian rationals as re-

He said ‘the Rurston Welfare 
Association in- Sydney, was try~ 
ing to provide blonket affidavits 
for small groups of nbout 25 per- 
sons. However, his committee 
wus informed that even such 
limited efforts were suspended 
until December while omphasis 
was placed on immiftration from 
Europe. 

Mr. Bologoff, reported that since 
the war about 900 Russians have 
emigrated from Shanghal, hnav-

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BEACH HAZARDS 


' The tragic drowning at 
Shek-O beach comes as a 
sequel to a series of alarms, 
false alarms and near-disas- 
ters which have been, report- 
ed since the swimming sea- 
son opened, It is obvious, 
even without these warnings, 
that Shek-O and Big Wave 
Bay beaches, in particular, 
are unsafe at certain times 
—and more than dangerous 
to the scores of run-of-the- 
.mill swimmers and children 
who go there daily. 

In Sydney, there are 
literally miles of beaches 
more dangerous and more 
dificult to patrol than the 
Hong Kong coves, 
alt these miles there is very 
rarely~and that means not 
even as often as once a sca 
son—a fatality from drown- 
ing, and it is usually found 
that . accidents take place 
“outside the flags’. 

These flags are placed pro- 
minently on the beach, and 
bathers are advised to swim 
in the area between them, 
which is constantly watched 
from a tower. A lifeguard 
service (voluntary, by the 
way) is trained to the minute 
to go to the rescue, and when 
any victims are brought 
ashore there is always medi- 
cal aid from St. John Am- 
bulance staff available on the 
beach, if the beach is large, 
or a pavilion which houses 
simple equipment which can 
be worked by anybody to 
save life,

Marshall yesterday that the 
United Stotes would ure every 
resource of diplomacy to seck a 
solution of the Berlin crisis 
Without war. 

‘—- Agked-about—* the-- “chances 
for world peace,” Mr. Truman 
sald they were good, in fact, 

excellent. “We will get ans 
peace eventually.” 

An = agreement between the 
Weatern powers and ‘the West 
Germon State Premiers on the 
speedy setting up of a separate 
West. German State is now vir- 
dually certain, and two German 
committees’ will start prepara- 
tory work on the creation of a 
Constituent Assembly next week.

As Mr. Marshall, 
tthe United States Secretary of 
State sajd yesterday, we. can-

By broadening the basis of re-" 
newed big-four talks, the West- 
orn powers could test whether 
Moscow sincerely wishes to bring 
pbout a peaceful settlement, not 
on Berlin or Germany alone, but. 
in the whole of Europe. 

Such a proposal would lift the 
Berlin issue out of the atmo- 
sphere’ of cristy into which it has 
degenerated, and place’ it: in 
perspective as simly one of a 
number of unsolved controversies 
which must be dissipated if Eu- 
rope is to enjoy. uny sort, of real 
peace or stabllity.—Reuter.

Even more heavily brazen was 
the tourer of 1pi1, complete with 


An elegant horseless carriage, 
of-one cylinder and a reputed 
four horsepower Ied a little pro- 
cession. of- Opel- products - through 
the streets of Hamburg recently.
